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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Bonebright et al (US 4,531,129) discloses a lens antenna comprising a 
radio wave lens, the radio wave lens having refractive characteristics of a radio wave 
approximate to those of a Luneberg lens and formed of a dielectric material which satisfies the 
condition, 0 < a < r, where a denotes a distance from a surface of the lens to a focal point of the 
lens and r denotes a radius of the lens. Bonebright, however, fails to specifically teach a primary 
feed having a 10 dB beam width 9, where 0 denotes the 10 dB beam width of the primary feed 
and A determined by the formula.of A = 0/2 x (1 + 2a/r) is at least 40 and up to 80. 

Claims 2 and 3 are allowed for depending on claim 1.
